Under o ther co nditio ns, it has been a 
brazen subterfuge, bristling with mislead­ 
ing gimmicks that lure the unwary inv es­ 
to r into a trap and separate him fro m his 
mo ney . 
There are hundreds o f co mpanies in the I ho w 
business o f granting franchises in v irtually 
ev ery field o f activ ity fro m ro adside res­ 
taurants and mo tels to dry -cleaning sho ps 
and co in-o perated laundries. 
The Natio nal Better Business Bureau 
lists so me basic precautio ns in the indus­ 
try , particularly if an unkno wn o r un­ 
tried pro duct o r .serv ice is o ffered by a 
new o r unkno wn firm: 
Check the integrity o f the o ffering co n­ 
cern, its financial stability , its pro ducts, 
serv ices, markets and claims. 
Make sure the territo ry is co mpletly 
defined, that is ex clusiv e representatio n, it 
• is spelled o ut and pro tected and is large 
eno ugh to pro v ide adequate sales po ten­ 
tial. 
Determine that 
ev ery aspect o f the 
franchise agreement is co v ered, that it can, 
amo ng o ther things, be renewed, so ld o r 
transferred. 
Do n’t sign papers o r put up mo ney until 
y o u hav e discussed the entire franchise o f­ 
fering with y o ur lawy er and banker. Do n’t 
accept v erbal pro mises, get ev ery thing in 
writing.

As w e grow older, it becomes h a rd e r for our 
bodies to a d jus t to e x tre m e s of h eat and cold, 
lf 
J o n a re ove r 60, y ou should avoid m ak ing som e 
co mmo n e rrors in th e sum m e r m onths. 
M a ny persons d on’t d rink enough w a ter. E ven 
if j ou a re relative ly inactive, y ou should d rink at 
least tw o q ua rts of fluid a day in hot w e a th e r and 
m ore if y ou perspire a lot. 
A lthough the popu­ 
la rity of salt ta b le ts is pre tty m uch a th ing of 
th e past, j ou should ta k e a little e x tra salt at 
m e a ltim e s to replace w hat y ou lose by sw eating. 
W h e n th e te m pe ra ture goes above 9 0 degrees 
F a h re n h e it, y ou can no longer lose heat to th e 
surroun d in g a ir la s t enough th rough rad iation b ut 
m ust depend on e vaporation of y our sw eat. 
F or 
th is purpose an elec tric fan is Ane but ta k e c a re 
not to have it blow ing on jou directly for m ore 
th a n a few m inutes. 
It is especially im porta nt 
not 
to have it blow ing on j ou w h en jou are 
sleeping or y ou a re likely to get up w ith a stiff 
neck or hack. 
O ne point fre q ue ntly overlooked is that if y ou 
a r e ta k ing w a te r pills and oth e r m edicine to low er 
j our blood pressure, y ou should ask y our d octor 
a b out reducing th e dose in hot w e a th e r. 
It is not so essential, and in tact m ay (wen he 
h arm ful, to lose w a te r in large q ua n tity th rough 
j our kid ney s (th is is th e purpose of the w a te r 
pills) w h en y ou a re losing it rapidly th rough y our 
skin.
